One of the most remarkable cases on 
record was tried before the ( irettit Court 
yesterday. Mr. Robert Sadler, an old 
and highly-esteemed citizen, who re- 
sides on his farm, about five miles from 
the city, on the Cane-run road, was ar- 
raigned on the , barge of lunacy. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Sadler is a monomaniac 
on the subject ol animal magnetism, or, 
as he terms it, "mental sympathetic 
• "inmunieation." For some time past 
lie has l»een afflicted with imaginary 
pains or troubles, and his screams could 
lie heard by his neighlxirs living upwards 
of one mile from his residence. He is in 
the enjoyment of excellent health, and 
is a man of robust and vigorous consti- 
tution. He is under the strange halluci- 
nation that iu every case w here any af- 
finity exists between himself and a per- 
son who may fall sick, or meet with ai 
accident, the pain and suffering is com 
municated to him, ami he suffers at 
much as the afflicted party. 

The neighbors who were subpenaed as 
witnesses testified that Mr. Sadler was 
an intelligent, industrious and perfectly 
rational man. wi:h the exception of this 
strange notion which prevails with him 
and has Worked much trouble in the 
neighborhood. If one of his neighliors 
is afflicted, he directs his "magnetic lot- 
teries" upon the |>er>ion, and accuses 
him or her of being the author of his 
pain. At times his screams are distress- 
iug, and he refuses to be comforted, in- 
sisting that he is suffering the pain of 
another. 

When the ease was called, Judge 
Brm-c ajqiointe.l lluford Twytiian, Ks.|., 
as counsel for the accused. Mr. Sadler 
appeared to lie perfectly <>ool and com- 
placent, manifesting a deep interest in 
the trial. The prosecnt ing attorney and 
the counsel for the accused agreed to al- 
low Mr. Sadler to interrogate the w it- 
nesses, iu order to test the question 
whether or not lie is of sound mind. His 
questions were all well directed, and he 
handled the witnesses like an old and 
expert lawyer, eliciting answers in his 
favor, and at limes perplexing them to 
such an extent that they lost their own 
presence of mind, and ap|>carcd more 
like lunatics than the a<vuscd. 

After all the witnesses had been exam- 
ined, the Prosecuting Attorney put the 
accused on the stand, and askod him 
many questions concerning his peculiar 
lerangemcnt. lie answered them all in 
a rational and intelligent manner, but 
holding fast to his belief in "mental 
sympathetic communication !" 

Iu answer to tiie question, whether or 
not he was liable to feol and suffer all the 
agony of a man in Philadelphia, in affin- 
ity with him, who might have a limb 
amputated, be replied that the distance 
might break or dissolve t he sympathetic 
action, but within an area of ten miles 
he felt certain that all the pain and suf- 
fering would be communicated to him 
providing an affinity existed. 

He related several cases in which he 
had suffered terribly from accidents oc- 
curring in this city. On one occasion he 
felt as if his right shoulder had been 
crushed to atoms, and, during the after- 
noon and night, suffered the most in- 
tense agony. <>n the following day he 
accounted for his affliction by reading in 
the city papers an account of a young 
man who had lieen run over by an omni- 
bus and had his right shoulder horribly 
mangled. 

On another occasion, he was sitting in 
the doorway of a livery stable in th's 
city, and suddenly felt the acute pain in- 
cidental to amputation of a limb in his 
sight leg. He could feel the saw going 
thn ugh the bone, and it was all lie could 
do to suppress his screams. 

Again, a neighbor was shot during the 
war, near his residence, and he felt all 
the pain of the man w ho had been killed, 
and manifested it before knowing any- 
thing of the occurrence. This he was 
prepared to prov e by sane and responsi- 
ble jsirljes. He related otiiei similar in- 
cidents, some of which pertain to the 
sympathetic sufferings from women be- 
ing afflicted, and undergoing operations, 
w hich we omit on account of their in- 
delicate character. 

Mr. Sadler is an englishman by birth, 
ami came to tliis country about twenty- 
live years ago. He married a lieautiful 
girl in the locality where he now resides, 
and has a daughter nearly grown. He 
is al«Hit fifty-live years of age, and a gen- 
tleman of fine personal ap|>oarance. He 
is a man of high culture, and evidently 
a disciple of Esculapius. if we may judge 
from the conversant way in which he en- 
tered into the medical vocabulary. He 
was examined by I»r. Bell, and that emi- 
nent physician believed him to be of 
soi#d mind, but a monomaniac Ml thi 
peculiar subject of "sympathetica! com- 
munication." 

The ease was submitted to the jury 
without argument, and, after having re- 
tired for about one hour, they announced 
that tbey were unable to agree upon 
a verdict. Thus this remarkable case

We do not object to the sentiment of 
Judge Craig, for il i* to a great extent 
true, but if be intends to convey the 
ran thai Indtone dora not asthrd all the 
facilities possible for the education of 
her people, he is ignorant of the work- 
ings ot one of the beat matured institu- 
tions of our State. It is an unpardona- 
ble ignorance in Judge Craig, for we 
have beard him dilate by the half hour 
upon the education, morals and customs 
of ancient limes, w hen alsitlt to consign 
some poor devil to the workhouse. If 
he is so well versed in the morals, edu- 
cation and customs of olden times, we 
should think he would post himself in 
the history of the present. 

©tir understanding of Judge Craig's 
remarks on the occasion alluded to 
above, was that thecountry at large was 
responsible for t bo ignorance of its peo- 
ple, and he particularly alluded to the 
responsibility, in this res|»ect, resting 
upon statesmen and legislators.
